munication and: conceal themselves in the 
mountains to the eastward. The forces of 
Gen. Tserpitzky began an orderly retirement 
from the boot toe, and during March 19 
Kouropatkin successfully held at bay the 
Japanese, who.were trying to reach the 

Getting Out of Mukden. 

The night of March 9, Mukéen station 
presented a remarkabiescene. Shortly after 
9 o’ciock came the order to complete the 
evacuation of the station and city, with di- 
rections that movements of trains northward 
must be completed by 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The enormous task was completed in 
nine hours, inciuding the hasty embarkation 
of the wounded, who crowded the station plat- 
form and occupied the hospitais. Many had 
already left in the-morning when the private 
trains of Kouropatkin, Kaulbars, Sakharoff, 
Bilderling, and Zabelin departed, but thou- 
sands remained. 

At 9:40 p. m. the first string of eight trains 
was dispatched and a call was sent to Tie 
pass for thirteen locomotives. The forward- 
ing of these locomotives without interrupt- 
ing the northward movement of trains was 
a delicate piece of tfain dispatching, but the 
overworked railroad staff accomplished it 
successfu.ly.. At 3 a. m. the second string 
was started northward, and at 9:45 a. m, the 
last train of the third string of sixteen de- 
parted. All the trains had fifty-two to. fifty- 
five cars. 

Three trains contained the ammunition of 
the park of artillery which had been dis- 
patched the evening: before in 540 cars; an- 
other train carried warm clothing, one was 
coal laden, and one was loaded with Red 
Cross supplies, one with engineers’ depot 
supplies, three with commissariat freights, 
and the remainder with wounded. The last 
train qut was the service train with all the 
employés of the railway, property, and sta- 
tion papers. 

The skill, exertions, and devotion of this 
little band of civilians rendered service the 
importance of which cannot be overesti- 
mated for the future of the Russian army. 
It saved thousands of wounded soldiers, an 
immense amount of ammunition, ang millions 
of dollars’ worth of property and cash. 

It must be remembered that five miles 
north of Mukden an unceasing fight was in 
progress. Trains earlier had been bombarded 
with Shimose shells and the railroad was 
twice damaged. The trains traveled unlight- 
ed and without whistling under eight min- 
ute headway. 

Burning the Stores. 

All about fires blazed in a gigantic ring, 
burning straw, coal, wood, corn, and biscuit. 
Occasionally boxes of cartridges exploded 
with a disagreeable, dry rattle, or rockets 
rose and burst in clusters of stars. The 
flames had pleaty of material, as there were 
over 3,600 carloads of corn and biscuit and’ 
over 323,000 cubic feet of coal, straw, and 
millet. It was only the reserve commissariat 
and other stores that were destroyed. age 

The wounded crowded the station, filled 
every vacant place in the cars, and the brake 
beams, buffers, and roofs were occupied, 
while others were hanging tothe step. —— 


_pitzky’s troops began to pass the station, 
shortly before the explosion which wrecked 
the Hun river bridge. 

On the platform remained eight telegra- 
phers who had volunteered to stay at their 
keys until the arrival of the Japanese. 1p 
the hospitals of the Livonian division of the 
Red Cross and medical staff were 1,050 -se- 
verely wounded, including 364 Japanese, the 
Chinese governor of Mukden giving his worg 
to defend thent until Mukden was occupied 
by the Japanese.

Panic of the Retreat. 

The retirement of the wagon transport 
was twice imperiled by panic the morning 
of March 10. A Japanese squadron and 
guns concealed in the mountains opened fire 
and the drivers, who were undiscipiined peas- 
ants, unaccustomed to the sound of Chinese 
shels, began to desert their carts and wag- 
ons, cutting loose the horses or throwing the 
stores from the wagons. Confusion became 
rampant ard spread to terror stricken civ- 
ilians, and even. gunners, and was commu- 
nicated to some infantry troops. The gray 
clad crowd, without information, hidden by 
dust, surged on. The Japanese, however, 
soon ceased firing, and order was restored. 
Troops following the wagons carried off a 
few cannon, but were unable to gather the 
abandoned property. Soiviers broke open of- 
ficers’ boxes and portmanteaus, and ran- 
sacked them for valuables. 

Just before dusk another panic occurred 
at the station of Santaitse, where an enor- 
mous collection of carts had halted for the 
night. A column of Russians advancing 
was taken for Japanese, and the cry of 
“Japanese cavalry ’’ was raised. The un- 
armed drivers commenced to flee, while 
those with rifles fired in every direction. 
The cooler heads calmed the panic sticken 
mass, but a number of lives were lost and 
additional property was_ sacrificed. | 
Retreat Over Four Roads. 

The retirement of the central and western 
armies was effected by four roads and over 
fields between. The army of Gen. Linevitch 
followed the eastern roads from Fushun, 
Impan, and Fu pass. The third army re- 
tired in echelon, leaving a strong rear guard. 

The Japanese, who at nightfall occupied 
half of the village of Santaitse, burst at day- 
break into the park of the imperial tombs 
and opened a heavy rifle fire. The Russians, 
however, refrained from opening fire in the 
holy places of the Chinese. The Japanese 
did not press severely from the rear, bend- 
ing their efforts to thrust in from the flanks 
and cut off portions of the army. Several 
divisions, acting as the rear guard under 
Gen. Laounin, were almost surrounded, but 
broke through under a heavy fire on both 
flanks. The rear guard the night of March 


and on March 11 and 12 fell slowly back to 
Tie pass. 

Now, two days later,.Tie pass is a: great 
organized military camp in which the troops 
assembled are calm and have gatten them- 
selves into order. The men, immediately for- 
getting their recent hunger, sleeplessness, 
weariness, and fear of death, sit around the 
blazing campfires and sing and are ready to 
defend the position or even, if ordered, to go 
out and attack the Japanese. |.

REVOLT OF THE FRENCH BANKERS 
POINTS TO PEACE. 


Postponement of New Russian Bond 
Issue of $160,000,000 Regarded in 


London as Tantamount to a Refusal | 


—Reported That Japan Will De- 
mand an Indemnity Between $500,- 
000,000 and $750,000,000—Limit of 
Credit Reached, Say Paris Papers. 


LONDON, March 15.—The revolt of the 
French bankers is considered by the London 
newspapers as the most hopeful and impor- 
tant news of the day, promising an early con- 
clusion of peace between Russia and Japan. 


Apparently the proposed loan has not been. 


absolutely refused, but only ** postponed.” 
This, however, is regarded here as being 
tantamount to a refusal, and is expected to 
speak louder to the Russian war party even 
than Kouropatkin’'s reverse at Mukden. 

It is the genera! belief that by the death of 
M. Germain, the late governor of the Credit 
Lyonnais, Russia lost her strongest financial 
friend in France and that had he been alive 
no difficulty would have been experienced.

AMERICANS TAKEN AT MUKDEN. 


Richard H. Little of Chicago and Two 
United States Army Officers Pris- 
oners in Japanese Hands, 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—Most of the 
foreign attachés with the Russian army, in- 
cluding two American officers and several 
newspaper correspondents, among them 
Richard H. Little of the Chicago Daily 
News, were captured by the Japanese army 
that entered Mukden on March 10, 

It is learned that the attachés and news- 
paper correspondents will be taken to Kobe 
at once. It is easily understood that Japan, 
while treating them as honored guests, with 
every courtesy, cannot permit them to re- 
turn to the Russian army. 

The American military officers with the 
Russian army as observers are Col. Havard, 
medical corps; Maj. Macomb, artillery corps; 
and Capt. Judson, artillery corps; and, 
while the war department is not positive, it 
is believed that the latter two are the two 
American officers captured at Mukden. 


PRISONERS MAY REACH 50,000. 


Oku’s Headquarters Report That Rus- 
sians Are Surrendering in , 
Detachments. 


OKU'S HEADQUARTERS, 
March 12, via Fusan.—[Delayed.]—Reports 
received up to last night show over 40,000

Indignation Felt in Paris.

The French Cable company issued a state- 
ment that the reports concerning the cutting 
of the local cables at La Guayra were not yet 
confirmed by its Caracas office. It was possi- 
ble that President Castro had taken that 
step to prevent outlying bodies of insur- 
gents from getting into communication. 

The statement that President Castro had 
ordered the court to annul the concession and 
seize the property, the company added, was 
premature. Judgment has not yet been de- 
livered. Should such an event occur, the 
company would take the necessary measures 
to defend its interests. 

No thought yet has been given to the possi- 
bility of using warships, but several are 
available on the French West Indian sta- 
tion, the company Said, “should circum- 
stances require their et 


Apprehension at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., March 14.—A dispatch 
from Minister Bowen at Caracas confirms 
the report from Willemstad as to the pro- 
ceedings against the French Cable company 
by the Venezuelan government. Mr, Bowen 
sald: 

“ A suit has been begun by the Venezuelan 
government against the French Cable com- 
pany to annul its concession and seize its 
property.” 

The outcome of this case is looked forward 
to with apprehension. Should the French 
government demand indemnity from Ven- 
ezuela for its treatment of the cable company 
its action might complicate the attempt to 
effect a settlement of the pending issue be- 
tween the state department and Venezuela 
respecting the seizure of the properties of 
the Bermudez Asphalt company.

TOTAL ON LISTS 449,995. 


Thousands of These Must Be 
Taken Off When the Books . 
Are Revised. 


Registration was light yesterday, much 
lighter than was expected. Only 
names were put on the registry books, while 
at -the’ similar registration two years ago 
66,709. were added, It was not enough to 
offset the names which will have to be 
stricken off on revision, and there is no doubt 
that after revision the books will show fewer 
names than were listed last fall. 

Nominally. there are 448,925 names of 
voters now registered, but this figure is mis- 
leading. It represents the 403,188 registered 
in October and the 45,787 who went to the 
places of registration yesterday. From this 
total will be deducted the number of names 
taken off on revision, including voters who 
have moved since the last election, left the 
city, or died, and it will not be until this sub- 
traction is made that the real figures show- 
ing the number of people entitled to vote for 
mayor next month will be known.

Little Advantage to Either Side. 

As far as any political advantage is shown 
by the results there is not much choice be- 
tween the two parties. The democrats claim 
they got the better of it in that so many 
of their voters were not registered last fall 
that most of the people who registered yes- 
terday must of necessity have been of their 
party. The republican answer to that is 
that “the régistration was light in every 
ward, democratic as well as republican, and 
there is nothing to indicate that dhy party 
had am advantage. In fact, the registration 
so evidently fell short of accounting for the 
voters who had moved since last fall that 
it does not indicate any marked interest in 
the election In any part of the city. 

The thing the republicans have to console 
themselves with and which they claim clear- 
ly indicates they have the better of the reg- 
istration is that there is no question that 
last fall the members of their party were 
much better registered than were the dem- 
ocrats and with the indifferent results of 
yesterday the registry is practically left as 
it was then. 


Disappointment to Democrats. 
For this reason the registration is a disap- 
pointment for the democrats. They made 
every effort to get their voters out and had 
felt confident of a good degree of success. 
Chairman Wenter during the ‘afternoon esti- 
mated the day’s registration at 75,000, and all 
the other democratic leaders made similar 
claims. 

Instead of meeting their expectations, how- 
ever, the registration not only did not ex- 
ceed the figures of two years ago but fell 
badly behind them. The total then, after re- 
vision, was. 373,242, and while revision this 
year will hardly bring the totals down to this 
figure, as the books had the registration for 
a presidential year to start with, the few 
names added yesterday as compared with 
March, 1903, would indicate a lighter vote 
next month than wag cast’at the Harrison- 
Stewart contest of two years ago. 

Result in Stockyards District. 

The most consolation the democrats could 
get out of the new figures was in the stock- 
yards wards, the Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, 
and Thirty-first. There, while the registra- 
tion was not so large as that of 1908, it came 
nearer to it than any other part of the city, 
and this territory is undoubtedly democratic 
for this electicn. 

In the First, Eighteenth, and the southern 
part of the Twenty-first wards, however, the 
lodging house territory, the registration fell 
off in spite of the best efforts of Ald. Cough. 
lin and Kenna in the First, the friends of 
Ald. Brennan in the Eighteenth and James A. 
Quinn in the Twenty-first. While these 
wards, especially the First and Eighteenth, 
showed more people registered than any 
others, still they are not up to their old time 
marks, and it is in this territory that revision 
takes the greatest proportion of names off 
the polling lists. On election day neither the 
First nor the Kighteenth will show so many 
voters as last fall, still less the higher figures 
of two years 2ago. The absence of any aldcr-

Speaks at Chicago Commons and Jack- 
gon Boulevard Church—In Answer 
to Question at Former Piace He De- 
clares He Will Follow Implicitiy 

Amy Referendum ‘Giving Definite 
Result—If Council Breaks Its Pledge 
Wonld Veto the Ordinance. 


Addressing large audiences last night at 
the Chicago Commons and at the Jackson 
Boulevard Christian church, John Maynard 
Harlan avoided everything but the traction 
issue.

‘was made up largely of municipal owner- 
ship men, men who believed in owning every- 
thing in the municipality. Their ambition, 
however, was subjective. ae 

** Now there have bobbed up all over the 
city some of these same original municipal 
ownership men. They have remembered 
some things they did not get before and 
want to get back for another chance. 

“The democratic party is a party of char- 
ity. It believes that charity begins at home 
and that it should help out the poor traction 
companies by purchasing their old junk. 

“The present cars are a_ collection of 
cracks held together by a few screws, framed 
holes, but they. stand in the market for 
$105,000.000. A lawsuit such as the demo- 
crats want to start will not get us down- 
town for business. They would plunge us 
into a ten year litigation. The democratic 
platform is as satisfactory to the Union 
Traction company as if they had framed it.

MAKE LEGISLATORS HELP THEM 
TO WIN THE BALLOT. 


Army of Lobbyists Enrolls Members 
of Nearly All Proefessions, Trades, 


‘and Industries, Including Ministere 


—Induces Committee to Report Out 
Bill Extending Suffrage—Commis- 
sioner Brown Protests Regarding 
Opening of Campaign Fund Letter. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill, March 14.—[{Special.]— 
Women of nearly all professions, trades, and 
industries, refresenting lawyers, physicians, 
school teachers, business women, house 
wives, and other occupations, marched down 
on the house of representatives this after- 
noon, and, after a couple of hours’ argument 
before the elections committee of the house, 
brought that body of legislators to a correct 
view of the equal suffrage question. ° 

By a vote of 14 to 6 the committee decided 
to report out the bill giving women the right

Roll Stuffing in Legislature, De- 
Induced to Sign Accusing State- 
ment—Says Former Rep e 
Used Another’s Name. 


Springfield, Ill., March 14.—{Special. }—Lud- 
wig J. Nehls, the Chicago man who was ex- 
amined by the grand jury today, did not give 
evidence to show an attempt had been made 
to pad the state pay rolls. The aged witness 
was the first to testify in the morning, and 
was called a second time shortly before the 
body adjourned. He will return home tomor- 
row, after being called again. 

Nehls maintained he knew of no scheme 
to make additions to the pay roll, and de- 
clared he had been “ lured into the case ” by 
former Representative Frank D. Comerford 
of Chicago, who is behind the investigation. 
He said he had been invited to call at an office 
in Chicago, which he afterward found was 
that of Come*rzura. 


Charges Deceit to Comerford. 


There, he said, he was induced to sign an 
instrument which developed to be a state- 
ment that he did not receive all the money 
to which he was entitled while serving the 
state two years ago asa janitor. The infer- 
ence was his sponsor in the house “ held 
out on him. 

Nehls told the jurors he was not on oath 
when he signed the alleged “ affidavit” in 
Chicago. He was informed by a man giving 
his name as Otis Wesner and having offices 
in a downtown building, that he had fallen 
heir to a large sum of money in Germany. 
While the subject was being discussed, Nehls 
declares the pay roll matter was brought up 
and that he affixed his signature to a paper. 


Ottis Wesner, which he has in his possession, 
is in Comerford’s handwriting. 


Brought on Contempt Writ. 

Judge* Thompson ordered Nehls brought 
into court on a contempt writ issued Friday 
afternoon. The man said he did not have 
money with which to pay his fare to Spring- 
field and for this reason did not come. 

State’s Attorney Hatch said he believed 
the statement of Nehlis was true and on 
his recommendation the court then directed 
the Chicago witness to go before the grand 
jury and did not administer a reprimand. 

On his second visit to the grand jury room, 
which was shortly after 4 o’clock, Nehls was 
questioned regarding checks which he re- 
ceived from the state. He said three had 
been given to him for $40 each. 

Secretary of State Rose was before the 
grand jury for a few minutes. He volun- 
teered to come and no summons was served. 
He told of the methods followed in paying 
employés, and said Nehls was on the pay 
roll for sixty days, for which he received 


$120.

Senate Receives Chicago Teachers’ 
Measure Providing New Elections 
‘When Officers Are Objectionable. . 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill.,. March 14.—[Special.]—At 
the request of the Chicago Federation of 
Teachers, Senator Campbell this morning 
.introduced two bills, one of which would pro- 
vide a way for the removal of officials whom 
voters would like to see out of office before 
their terms expire, and-the other providing 
for the election of members of the school 
board. 

The measure providing for the election of 
echool trustees would have the people nom- 
inate by petition, 4,000 signatures being 
sufficient. The trustees would be elected at 
large and not from any specified districts. 

To remove public officials, it is provided 
that 25 per cent of the voters who elected 
any officer may petition that an election be 
held to choose his successor. Within forty 
days after the city clerk has established the 
sufficiency of the-petition an election must 
be called. The objectionable official can try 
for re#lection. 

Senate Receives Courts Bill. 

The senate passed ten bis. The municipal 
courts bill, as adopted by the house, was re- 
ceived'and advanced to second reading with- 
out reference to a committee, in spite of 
objections of Senator Humphrey. On second 
reading the senate bill for municipal courts 
will be substituted for it. This probably will 
be tomorrow, and a conference of the house 
and senate will be necessary. 

The anti-trust bill, drafted hy Attorney 
General Stead, was introduced in the senate 
by McKenzie. 

Tax bills, giving counties not to exceed 
75 cents on $100 outside of Cook county 
and not to exceed 70 cents in Cook county, 
were introduced in the senate by Brown and 
in the house by Hill. The bill passed by the 
senate and advanced to third reading in the 
house provides for 65 cents. 


Last Day for New Bills Today. 


As tomorrow is the last day for the intro- 
duction of bills in the house they came in 
with a rush today. 

Haines sent in a bill to pay judges outside 
of Chicago $5,000 a year instead of $3,500. 
The operation of the bill in Chicago would 
be to have the state pay $1,500 more of a 
judge’e salary and leave the county to pay 
only $5,000 additional instead of $6,500.

: got the name of “ Buster” at school, 
sat Addiscombse by his prowess and forceful- 
'nes® at footbaH, and that he was as uncon- 
“wentional as the American “ Buster Brown ”’ 
of the present day will be realized from the 
recital of his first encounter with the enemy 
on the Indian frontier. His camp was at- 
tacked by night. Browne was in his night- 
shirt, and not finding his sword at once he 
seized one of the poles of his tent and swept 
down the raiders with it, appearing to them 
in the light of something supernatural. 

His influence with the natives was extraor- 

dinary, and was due to two strange causes, 
which are worth while relating. It seems 
that one day whilé going through the bazaar 
at Kohat he saw an old Afghan, who was 
being maltreated by the natives, beaten, and 
stoned. “ Buster” Browne went to his res- 
cue, drove off his assailants, took him home 
to his bungalow, fed him, and kept him until 
his wounds were healed.

The old man was deeply grateful, and said 
to him: 
“Sahib, you have saved my life, and I 
have eaten your sait. I should like to show 
that I am gratefully” 
He then gave him an amulet, and said: 
“ Take this. Show it anywhere among the 
frontier tribes, it will serve as a safe con- 


| -duct, and you will be cared for asif you were 


my son.”’ 

‘‘ Buster '’ Browne a year later secured 
three months leave of absence. and without 
| saying where he was going slipped across 

the Afghap frontier. Arrested by border 
tribesmen, he was treated with the greatest 
courtesy the moment he mentioned the old 
Afghan’s name and showed the amulet. The 
natives escorted him to a village four days‘ 
travel distant in the mountains, where he 
found his old friend as one of the most power- 
ful chieftains of the district, and where he 
was received with open arms. He spent his 
entire leave of absence there, making many 
Valuable friends. . 

A still more strange circumstance hap- 
pened to further increase his popularity and 
prestige among the border tribes of India. 
An Englishman, who happened to be “ Bus- 
ter’ Browne’s double, had left the British 
army, become a convert to Islam, and after 
making the pilgrimage to Mecca had settled 
down in Afghanistan asa fervent and devout 
Moslem. He made no secret of having been 
an Englishman, but was so devout a follower 
of the prophet, so oriental In every particular, 
that he won a celebrity, not merely in Af- 
ghanisian but, throughout that portion of 
Asia. for his piety and holiness, being known 
as the Mullah Ismail All. 


Suddenly he disappeared mysteriously. 
Perhaps he tired of the role of a mullah, 
and yearned once more for the flesh pots of 
civilization. Perhaps he died. At any rate 
no one in that part of the world knew what 
had become cf him, and when the people 
of the border tribes saw ‘‘ Buster ’’ Browne 
they all were convinced he was the missing 
mullah..who merely was playing a part asan 
English officer in order to attain some object 
connected with the glory of the prophet. and 
the welfare of Islam. 

“ Buster’s’”’ denial merely confirmed the 
natives in their belief. and hence it came 
about that he could’ move about without 
fear among the most fanatical of frontier 
tribes, and that he enjoyed an immunity 
from danger unique throughout India, 
Afghanistan, and central Asia. 

His influence among the natives in India, 
with whom he was brought into contact, 
was of the niost extraordinary description. 

He died at Quettah of cholera in a few 
hours while acting as quartermaster genera] 
of the army in India under Field Marshal 
Lord Roberts, and remhains one of the most 
splendid figures of that band of Englishmen 
who have built up the British empire of 


India.

AMAZED EUROPE SIX YEARS} |

Who Spent Millions for Jewels and Appeared in Music Halls a5 4} 
Ballet Daneer Dies in Monte Carlo. 


MONTE CARLO, March 14.—Henry Cyril

Title a Famous One. .

His Wedding a Sensation. 

The wedding of the marquis was of a piece 
with his strange career. He chose for his 
wife Miss Chetwynd, daughter of Sir George 
Chetwynd and the marchioness of Hastings. 
She was only 17 years old, of beautiful and 
refined features, with violet eyes and masses 


and it was declared at the time that the mar- 
riage was arranged in order that they might 
jointly Inherit property which both would 
have lost if they did not marry each other. 

Kighteen months after their wedding the 
marchioness applied to the English courts for 
a divorce. The terms of separation proved 
the marquis’ eccentricity. For the first year 
he allowed her $15,000, and $4,500 to pay debts 
contracted while they were living together. 
The second year he was to pay her $20,000, 
the next, if they were still separated, $25,000, 
and so on, the allowance increasing $5,000 
each year until it reached $50,000. 

Afterwards the marquis and his young wife 
met in Paris and became reconciled, were 
seen everywhere together, and even traveled 
together. So society was not surprised when 
she appealed to the English courts to have 
her decree of divorce annulled. Her request 
was granted, but the reconciliation was short 
lived, and they separated a second time, only 
to be reunited at his deathbed. 


Wild Career of Extravagance. 


In the meantime the marquis had launched 
into the career of extravagance that made 
him famous. His theatrical entertainments 
at Anglesey castle became as famous 4s 
his jewele. Money was not considered. In 
the early days he used to gather around him 
amateurs as well as professionals, but in 
the later shows he had only professionale 
to dssist him. He was always the star. His 
taste ran little toward plays of serious in- 
terest or dramatic value. He perfected ex- 
travaganzas which allowed costly costum- 
ing and enabled him to wear most gorgeous 
clothes—women’s as well as men’s—and gave 
him a chance to display his jewele. Among 
the plays he produced were “ Aladdin,”’ 
Sinbad,’’ and Red Riding Hood.” The 
entertainments usually continued for six 
weeks. 

In “Aladdin” his costume consisted of a 
gauze suit, to which had been fastened lit- 
erally thousands of brilliants, so that he 
was all of a sparkle wherever he moved. 
About his neck he wore strings of diamonds, 
and on his shoulders were bows of the 
precious stones. His head was covered with 
a turban which would have excited the envy 
of the richest rajah of India, It contained 
a magnificent emerald, surrounded by tur-. 
quolses. On his breast he wore another 
wonderful arrangement of jewels, the cen- 
ter of which was a ruby as large as a 25 
cent piece. Thus gorgeously arrayed he 
danced, while limelight cast varied hued 
beams on him. 

Another extravagance recenily reported 
was a gorgeous motor car, which contains 
a boudoir. Its interior was hand painted. 
When riding in this the marquis was ac- 
customed to wear a magnificent coat of im- 
perial Russian sable, which was worth thou- 
sands of pounds, and his motorman was 
dressed like an Indian prince. 

He wore strange costumes about his home | 
and his servants were put into uniforms 
that matched their master’s.

“3. Do you favor, instead of this, the liqui- 
Gation of the present exchange rather than 
what might be termeditsreorganization? | 

**I take the liberty of addressing you in a 
personal and not in an official capacity, in 
order, if possible, to ascertain your views 
relative to the future action of the Chicago 
stock exchange. I do this for two reasons: 

“One is that several members have gone 
out of their way to express their regret that 
we did not effect the proposed acquisition 
of the leasehold owned by Mr. David Mayer, 
upon which it was the expectation to erect 
a home for the Chicago stock exchange, and 
also because through Mr. Mayer and others 
has come information that if the Chicago 
stock exchange did not desire with theirown 
money to erect a building suitable for their 
purposes parties stood ready to do so for 
them, furnishing them such space as they 
might need for a long term of years ata rea- 
sonable price. There is every reason to be- 
Heve that unless reasonably prompt action 
is taken in relation to securing an adequate 
site it will be a great mistake, both because 
it will be more difficult to obtain a proper 
location and also because it is likely to cost 
us a much higher price. Being convinced in 
my own mind that the directors of the ex- 
change would not feel Mke again putting be- 
fore ite members a proposition of this kind, 
except after some expression of opinion from 
each member, I write for some expression of 
your views upon the subject. 


Present Membership Too Large. 


“My belief is that it is the opinion of those 
best posted in stock exchange affairs that 
the membership of the stock exchange is too 
large and that there are too many member- 
ships held in the exchange by those who do 
not use them actively, but who do participate 
in the benefits of the life Ingurance which 
accrue to every member of the exchange. 

“There seems to be a strong opinion that 
the solution of the problem will have to be 
met in one or two ways: 

* Bither the present stock exchange will 
have to increase its dues largely. say to $200 
a year, so that with its present funds which 
they have on hand, plus the sum which ac- 
crues by these increased dues, they would 
have stfficient moneys at their command 
to build a home for themselves when the 
time appeared suitable and also be able to 
retire quite a number of the present out- 
standing memberships. My opinion is that 
this is the plan that would generally meet 
the approbation of those who are most large- 
ly and actively interested in the Chicago 
stock exchange, for the reason that it will 
preserve the rights of those who are now 
members, and particularly the large num- 
ber of floor brokers who perhaps: under the 
other plan would be unable to join a new ex- 
change 

“The alternative would be the liquidation 
or dissolution of the present stock exchange, 
dividing the cash obtained by the sale of its 
assets pro rata among its members, andupon 
ite dissolution the formation of a stock ex- 
change limited to 100 members, with initia- 
tion fee for the charter members, say, of 
$5,000, and of those who are not charter 
members, up to a limitation of 100 members, 
of $10,000. This method, while it would elim- 
inate most of the objectionable features, 
would be susceptible to criticism and to re- 
gret in the fact that there would bea certain 
percentage of the present active foor mem- 
bers who would be unable to join an exchange 
based upon this initiation fee. 

“In closing, I might say that, while Iam 
writing this letter upon my.own responsibil- 
ity, I have presented a draft of the same to 
several of the leading active members of 
the exchange, and only forward it to you 
after receiving the suggestions and approba- 
tion of these gentlemen.”’

Prof. Harper Is Notified of Resumption 
of Exploration as Result of Presi- 
dent’s Visit to Turkey. 


Prof. Robert Francis Harper of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, who is director of the 
expedition of the oriental exploration fund, 
now in Assyria, received a telegram yester- 
day announcing that the work of excavating 
the ruins of Bismya, which was suspended 
last autumn. fs to be resumed. The dispatch 
was from Victor Persons, engineer in charge, 
‘and stated that the sender started for Bis- 
mya froth Bagdad on March 0. . 

The excavation was begun in December, . 
1908, and continued until several months 
ago, when it wae abandoned by order of the 
Turkish. government. It seems that the per- 
mission to resume work is the result of Dr. 
Harper's recent trip to Constantinople. 

Bismya, which has been identified as the 
Adab of ancient Mmecriptiona is one of the 
most ancient of Babylonian cities and flour. 
ished possibly as early as 4,000 or 5,000 before 
Christ. No history of the place ever has 
been discovered and tradition does not record 
the name of its ruling dynasty. 

The aite of the excavation is between the 
Tigrie and Euphrates rivers, ninety miles 
southeast of Bagdad. It is a large ruin, sec- 
ond in size only to Nippur, Warka, and pos- 
sibly Babylon.
